Successful 
Method of 


Yield. 


A nev,' departure In corn culture, as 


described by E. SK-tver Wllllninsun, 
SouUi Carolina, In Orunijc JudU Knrui- 
er, may present sonic point;; of Inter- 
est to western growers. Among otlu'r 
things, Mr. WIHIiimsou says: 


For a number of yours ;ifter I I>L- 


(rnn to farm I followed tin- old time 
method of putting the fertilizer all 
under the com, pluming on n Icvol or 
higher 0 by 8 feet, pushing the plant 
from the start niul inaUing n Wg stalk, 
liut the cars wero few and freiinently 
emull. 
I planted much corn In tlie 


Bprlug and IwiiKlit muoh nuin; corn the 
next Kprlug until fliinlly 1 was drlvcii 
to tho conclusion Hint corn could not 
be made on uplands In this section, 
certainly not by the old method, ex- 
cept at n loss. 


Experiments In Fertilizing. 


I did not give up, however,, for I 


knew that the farmer who did not 
mulcc his own corn never hud succeed- 
ed and never would, so I began to ex- 
periment 
First I planted lower, nnd 


tlie yieW wus bettor, but ihe stnlk wns 
still too large, so I discontinued alto- 
gether the application oC fertilizer be- 
fore planting, und, knowing tliat nil 
crops should be fertilized at some time, 
I used mixed fertilizer UK a side appli- 
cation nnd applied tlie more soluble 
nitrate of sodn later, being guided. In 
this by tho excellent results obtained 
from Its use as a top dressing for 
outs. .Still the yield, though regular, 
was not large, and the Kuiallness of 
the stnlk Itself now suggested tlmt 
they should be planted thicker In the 
drill. 


Satisfactory Results. 


That was done the next year, with 


results so satisfactory that I contin- 
ued from year to year to Increase the 
number of stalks and the fertilizer 
with which to sustain them; also to 
apply nitrate of Bodu nt lust plowing 
and to lay by early, sowing pens broad- 
cast. This method steadily Increased 
the yield until year before last (11)01) 
with corn eleven inches apart In six 
foot rows nn<l $11 worth of fertilizer 
to the acre several of my host acres 
made as much as 125 bushels. - 


In 1005 I followed up the same 


method, planting tho flrst week in 
April seventy acres, which bud pro- 
duced the year before 1,000 pounds of 
seed cotton per ncro. 
This land Is 


sandy upland, somewhat rolling. Sen- 
sous wero very unfavorable owing to 
tho tremendous rains in Slay nnd tlm 
dry and extremely hot weather later. 
From June 12 to July 12, the time 
when it most needed moisture, there 
was only Hve-elghUia of nn Inch of 
rainfall hero, yet with ?7.01 cost of fer- 
tilizer my yield was fifty-two bushels 
per acre. Rows were six feet nnd corn 
sixteen inches In the drill. 


Vegetable Matter. 


In each case there should bo left on 


tho land in cornstalks, pens, vines nnd 
roots from ?12 to $10 worth of fertiliz- 
ing material per acre, besides tlie great 
benefit to the land from so Inrge an 
amount of vegetable matter. The place 
of this In the permanent improvement 
of land can n«ver be taken by com- 
mercial fertilizer, for It Is absolutely 
Impossible to make lands rich'so long 
as they are lacking In vegetable mat 
tor.
